THOSE COLORFUL, graceful, expert¬ 
ly-staged dance routines that have be¬ 
come such an integral part of TV today 
—oh r the problems they involve! 

According to Val Mates, proprietor of 
the Val Mates School of Dance at 62 
East Avenue, choreographing intricate 
dance numbers for the television medium 
is the No. 1 problem of most dancing 
instructors today. And this, despite Che 
fact that Val and practically every other 
choreographer believe '"television is the 
greatest boon that ever happened to the 
dancing pro f ess ion." r 

What are some of the problems pecul¬ 
iar to tripping the light fantastic before 
the hungry eye of the studio cameras? 

Td say that the limited area we must 
work in is the biggest hurdle/ r Mr, Mates 
says. 'Because the average TV stage 
is much smaller than the theatre stage, 
our routines must be developed in a 
comparatively small area. And it's a 
real problem to interpret routines when 


you're constantly keeping one eye peeled 
on chalk marks that limit your dancing 
area/ 

Then there are the added obstacles of 
picking up the sound of tap dancers who 
have the habit of rocketing across the 
stage. On a large runway this presents a 
dandy spectacular routine, but in TV 
the poor Boom Microphone operator 
tears his hair out trying to follow the 
dancer's flying feet. 

Rehearsal times are generally short, 
due to the high cost of production; only 
certain costumes may be worn — ' no 
spangles, they reflect too much light and 
studio engineers object '—and because of 
the intimacy of TV Itself, close-up shots 
oftentimes obscure the meaning a dancer 
is trying to impart in a certain number. 
However, I still believe that television 
is wonderful/' says Val, and his view¬ 
point is shared equally by his lovely 
and talented wife, Irene, who assists him

Arthur Godfrey’s 
Foundation 
Grant 

^Big RedV # Cash Gift Will 
Help Promote His Favorite 
Hobby — Aviation 


A financial grant from Arthur Godfrey, 
CBS Radio and Television star and a 
leading good will ambassador for avia¬ 
tion, to help augment aviation courses at 
American University in Washington, D. 
C., will be announced at a luncheon Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 19 marking the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the first public subscription made 
to the university. The subscription led to 
the university's founding in 1893, 

Godfrey will be one of the principal 
speakers, along with Richard C, Patterson 
Jr., United States Minister to Switzerland 
and chairman of the university's national 
development committee, at the luncheon 
to be held at the Hotel Carlton in Wash¬ 
ington, 

The grant made by the Godfrey Found¬ 
ation will establish actual flight and air¬ 
port training at Hybla Valley Airport, 
near Alexandria, Va„ nine miles south of 
Washington, The university's present 
course in aviation, under the direction of 
Prof. L. M Homberger, covers all phases 
of instruction pertaining to the history 
of aviation, management and design of 
airports and airways, relationship of civil¬ 
ian aviation to national defense and such 
collateral subjects as maintenance, law, 
rates, communication and safety factors. 

The Godfrey grant supplements this 
academic work by instituting actual air¬ 
port operation and flight training for 30 
enrollees who will study at Hybla Valley

in planning many of the video routines 
his students and instructors are called 
upon to perform. 

' TV is a natural' for dancers,'” says 
Irene, "because the action can be seen, 
and the sound heard. In radio, all the 
audience could do was listen to the dan- 
cers' feet." 

"Yes, tnd TV has created a terrific 
new demand for dancers," Val adds. "It 
seems that every variety show now has 
some sort of dancing in the script—and 
each routine must be fresh and unseen- 
which makes for an ever-greater call 
for talent. 

Val and Irene hung out the shingle 
on their dancing studio a little over four 
years ago. Their first class was rather 
small: one pupil. Today they are recog¬ 
nized as one of the largest dance schools 
in Western New York and their students 
number in the hundreds. 

Their daily work echedule would seem 
busy enough to tax the energy of a 
machine. Some 200 song and dance rou¬ 
tines pour out of their imaginative brains 
each year, and it’s a rare night indeed 
when they can stretch out for a well- 
earned rest before four of five a. m. 

Val, at the present time is writing a 
book on—you guessed it, dancing—in 
coll Liberation with Joseph Mann of New 
York. Before World War II began, he 
had already scored signal success in 
many of the nation's leading theatres 
and night clubs: the Roxy, the World's 
Fair, Leon and Eddies, to name a few. 

At present it is wife Irene, who, ac¬ 
cording to Val, originates many of their 
best numbers and designs many of their 
clever and colorful costumes. Their pu¬ 
pils ha% r e gone on to win fame in such 
noted talent outlets as Hollywood, the 
New York stage and in several of the 
top television shows in New York. 

Val, himself a pioneer TV performer, 
(he was with Dumont TV when it was 
still in the experimental stage) recalls 


his first encounter with this powerful new 
medium. 

"I was hired to do a number on a 
New York show several years ago," he 
says, "I had stepped on stage and begun 
to dance when suddenly through the 
spotlights I caught a fleeting glimpse of 
myself on the studio monitor. What I 
saw nearly scared me to death! It was 
an apparition with hardly any head or 
shoulders, and practically all legs and 
feet!” 

It took a long time for the technicians 
to convince Val that it was the monitor 
which was out of order, not his phys¬ 
iognomy, 

"So now that they've made us all look 
human, I'm one of TV s biggest boost¬ 
ers," says the man w T hose toes light up 
when the music starts.

one of two things. Have experience, anti 
start right in, or go to a school run by 
the agency. Either way* you have to 
be approved by Mr. Conover himself. 
1 didn't have to go to the school because 
I was able to till out a good part of the 
experience space on the application 
blank/' 

Once in the agency, the career of 
Lois Gliewe started to zoom. She worked 
in all the various phases of fashion and 
photographic modeling for several sea¬ 
sons. It was a lot of fun and there was 
an occasional glass of champagne, but 
mostly it was hard work. 

"It was also expensive/" recalls Lois. 

Models have to have a large wardrobe, 
because when they are called for jobs, 
a particular type of dress is called for. 
If you don’t have it and can t borrow 
it, you have to buy it, and it runs up 
into big money," 

But the experience is invaluable. In 
the field of modeling you just have to 
know what to do, when to do it, and 
how to make it all lit or you're just not 
a model. As time goes on, and models 
get more experience and better known, 
their rates go up, 

According to Lois, some of the top 
models are making as much as $75 an 
hour. It can be hard work though. Stand¬ 
ing, or sitting, or posing in one way for 
an hour or two or three can be deaden¬ 
ing. And the hustle and bustle of New 
York can get a Rochesterian down. 

'One day I decided I'd had about 
enough," she said. "1 packed my bags, 
got a train ticket, popped over to Grand 
Central Station, and was on my way 
back to Rochester—all in a morning. 
Two days later 1 got a frantic telegram 
from New York, Are You Working or 
Not/ I wasn't and told them so. and I 
started to build a local career for my- 
self," 

Back in Rochester, Lois worked for 
Sibley's as a staff model. During her 
stint at Main and Clinton she branched 
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out into fashion coordinating, window 
display, and finally TV. 

"That's the best of all, TV. For a 
model on TV has to combine the best of 
fashion modeling, photographic model¬ 
ing, and style show modeling/' 

While working for Sibleys, on the 
Tower Clock TV show, Lois not only 
was modeling, but was called upon to 
coach other models appearing on the 
shows, as well as to check their make¬ 
up and general technique before their 
appearances before the tamers. 

As a TV model, she demonstrated 
everything from perfume to pots and 
pans, and many a housewife must have 
bought some of those pots hoping to 
look as well in her own kitchen as the 
TV picture, 

But in Rochester, there is a shortage 
of trained models. With many depart¬ 
ment stores turning to TV, and fashions 
coming into more and more importance, 
there is a crying demand for trained 
models. An untrained model is really a 
liability because she shows off clothes 
in the wrong, rather than the right way. 

Realizing the need for experienced 
young ladies to model, Lois Gliewc, 
about five months ago, decided it was 
time she went in for herself. And now 
she is the proud proprietor of a model 
studio, where training is given for this 
exacting technique. 

At 83 North Clinton Street, a varied 
group of ladies—in a surprising range 
of ages—is getting the fundamentals of 
modeling. 

TV modeling is emphasized, since 
more and more the fashions are being 
publicized through that medium. Such 
things as posture, walking, complexion, 
weight control, make-up. hair styling and 
many other facets of modeling are taught 
You'd think with modeling and teach¬ 
ing, our friend Miss Gliewe would have 
enough to do—but no. She's got plans 
for a TV show of her own and right 
now' she says, "It couldn't happen too 
soon to suit me/' 

And of course, plenty of that vanilla 
ice cream which started it all.

plored. Among other things, station of¬ 
ficials pointed out that two years ago the 
station carried live wrestling from Edger- 
ton Park and the spectacle proved one of 
the most popular programs ever telecast 
in Rochester. However, due to other com¬ 
mitments, that series was forced to dis¬ 
continue. Since that time, an effort has 
been made by the station to bring live 
wresding back to Rochester, and station 
officials were delighted when arrange¬ 
ments were completed to air the series 
this year. At the time of wrestling’s dis¬ 
continuance two years ago, the station 
was deluged with letters and phone calls 
asking that it be returned to the air. 

Wrestling, it is true, has always prov¬ 
ed one of the favorite programs telecast 
throughout the country. In Buffalo, for 
example, wrestling has proven through 
surveys to be the most popular program 
telecast all week, even topping the Mil- 
ton Berle audience. WHAM-TV believed 


that in returning live wresding to Ro¬ 
chester it was serving a larger number of 
its viewers, thus complying with the 
public’s desires. 

Incidentally, during the time the Mel¬ 
ton show was telecast, fewer than half 
a dozen letters were received commenting 
on the series, and of that number most 
spoke of not enjoying the program. In 
other words there was no indication to 
WHAM-TV that the Melton show was 
of particular interest to them. 

In the trade papers, there have been 
rumors that the Melton show would be 
cut to 30 minutes, and an NBC an¬ 
nouncement indicated this week that the 
cut would take place before the first of 
the year. This would seem to indicate 
that the Melton program has not met with 
complete approval throughout the 
country.

ley’s leading music publishers. But, in 
between school ’ bouts”—and that’s just 
the way she expressed it—she managed 
to appear with Bobby Breen on the 
Eddie Cantor show, with Rudy Valee 
and later with Milton Berle. She becomes 
particularly nostalgic when she recalls 
how Frank Sinatra chose her as the 
first girl to be featured with him on his 
radio show. 

Eileen has also been in musical com¬ 
edies and conducted her own NBC radio 
show. But, the Baked A Cake” record¬ 
ing, which sold over a million copies, 
was the real break she needed. Over¬ 
night, she became the most sought-after 
artist in the country with Hollywood, 
television, radio and the stage all beck¬ 
oning. Among the first offers she accept¬ 
ed were with Dean Martin and Jerry 
Lewis at New York’s Copacabana, and 
a thrilling return engagement with Frank 
Sinatra at the Paramount. 


Unspoiled by all her success, Eileen 
is a real pet among the crew on the 
Bill Goodwin Show.” Bill and Roger 
Dann, the French singer featured with 
her on the program, both make the same 
enthusiastic comment about her; “She’s 
a real trouper!”
